THE HUMORS. 


London, 
Nov. 
3.—Belated 
dis- 


patches from the British camp at 
Ladyitmith, Natal, add little infer 
mation regarding Monday's fight, 
except 
the estimate of the Boer 


losses, which are now said to be 95 
killed and 800 wounded, mostly vic- 
tims of the artillery shells, which 
have wrought such great havoc that 
it is said General Joubert, the Boer 
commander-in-chief, has written a 
letter to General White, the British 
commander, protesting against the 
use of Lyddite. 
According to all 


accounts, the presence at Ladysmith 
of the long-range naval guns and 
the splendid shooting of the blue 
jackets have materially improved 
the position of the British. 


A temporary armistice was de- 


clared Monday evening to allow of 
the collection of the 
dead 
and 


wounded. 


A dispatch from Kimberley, dated 


October 89, said all the wounded 
were doing well. 
Small bodies of 


Boers, about 400 strong, were then 
frequently seen. 
They apparently 


came front Mafeking for the pur- 
pose of either assisting in the at- 
tack on Kimberley or to resist the 
advance of reinforcements. 
The ab- 


sence of water outside the place 
causes the Boers to continually move 
their camp. 


WAR OFFICE OPTIMISM. 


Whils the wires to Ladysmith are 


cut, the optimism> of the war office 
officials yesterday evening in refus- 
ing to believe that Ladysmith was 
completely invested or Colenso cap- 
tured, appears to be justified, as this 
morning it Was asserted that the 
railroad is still open, though traffic 
has been conducted with the greatest 
caution. 


What, however, was only a rumor 


yesterday evening may, it is claimed, 
be reality at any moment, as General 
Joubert, with a large and wonderful- 
ly mobile force is expected to detach 
a force of several thousand men and 
make a dash at the railroad. 


MANY WILD RUMORS. ^ 


Rumors of all kinds are springing 


up here. It is ev*n asserted that 
General White has been compelled to 
fall back on Pietermaritzburg, leav- 
ing his Wounded behind. 


Probably such rumors have their 


origin in the recollection of the omin- 
ious silence Which preceded the evac- 
uation of Dundee. But on the other 
hand it is asserted that the condi- 
tions are altered and that the British 
guns seem now more equal to the ar- 
tillery of the Boers, thus enhancing 
the difficulty of any assault on the 
British lines. 


A Cape Town dispatch reports a re- 


pulse of the Boers by the British yes- 
terday. While there is reason to as- 
sume that news of Boer 
victories 


eminating from the continent cannot 
be true, because of the censorship, 
the fact is not fogotten that foreign 
governments are fully privileged to 
send and receive cipher messages to 
and from their representatives in 
South Africa. 


Free State borders has become most 
menacing. 


The natives cannot be relied on by 


either side, but probably will fight 
for their own land.

THE PHILIPPINES. 


Washington, Nov. 3.—The cabinet 


meeting" today lasted two hours 
much of which time was spent in 
the reading and discussion of the 
preliminary repoit of the Philippine 
commission. 


The report was considered very sat- 


isfactory and received the full ap- 
proval of the cabinet. There was 
some incidental discussion of the 
status of oui insular possessions in 
relation to the postal union. 


Postmaster General Smith will in- 


vestigate the subject and report at 
some future meeting. 


The subject of a civil government 


for Cuba also received attention. 


The necessity for a change from 


the present military system, it is 
said, becomes more and more appar- 
ent and the president is waiting only 
until an entirely suitable person can 
be found before taking action in that 
direction. 


THE COMMISSION MEETS. 


Washington, Nov. 3.—The Philip- 


pine commission held a brief session 
today. It was decided that the com- 
mission will continue its work with- 
out a recess. 


Mr. Schurman will leave for Ith- 


aca tonight to be gone a week, but 
will take his work with him. 


WHAT DEWEY SAYS. 


New York, Nov. 3.—A special to 


the Herald from Washington says: 


With the submission of their pre- 


liminary report to the president, 
members of the commission felt at 
liberty for the first time since their 
arrival in the United States to partly 
discuss the subject of their investiga- 
tion. 


'•I wish you would say for me," 


said Admiral Dewey, "that I indorse 
every word of "the commission's ad- 
mirable report. I can say this with 
perfect propriety, for the reason that 
I did not write it. It was written 
by the literary members of the com- 
mission after full and free confer- 
ence between us, but on every con- 
clusion reached we were unanimous. 
It is an absolutely truthful repre- 
sentation of all that has happened 
and of the existing situation. 


"There has never been a moment 


since the first gun was fired that the 
United States could have withdrawn 
from the islands and the reasons se* 
forth iu the report as to why perma- 
nent American control is ssential are, 
in my opinion, immovable. There is 
no other alternative. That the Taga- 
loi are realizing it is shown by the 
rapid disintegration from Aguinal- 
do's ranks. 


"The later advices show a very de- 


cided improvement in the situation. 
I look for an early termination of the 
war. In fact, I firmly believe that 
the bottom has dropped out of the in- 
surrection." 


PROF. SCHURMAN TALKS. 


"As soon as the Tagalo insurrec- 


tion is suppressed," said President 
Schurman, "the United States should 
immediately establish a government, 
to be administered at first under the 
direction of the war department, but 
by successive stages to finally be 
placed in the hands of the Filipinos 
under American sovereignty." 


"My idea is that there should be 


progressive self-government, a grad- 
ual development of home government 
as the Filipino becomes more ex- 
perienced in affairs and sufficiently 
educated to undertake the questions 
with which he has to deal. 


"What the character of this gov- 


ernment should be in a matter which 
has not been touched upon by th» 
commission in its preliminary state- 
ment. I will not say that it has not 
been considered, for it has. It is pro- 
posed to deal carefully with this mat- 
ter in the report of the commission. 


"I should think that at first there 


should be a governor general ap- 
pointed by the president, who should 
be assisted in administering the af- 
fairs of the island by a cabinet com- 
posed of representaive men of the 
several tribes. This would eventu- 
ally develop into the legislature of 
the 
archipelago. 
The 
provinces 


thould be administered by Americans 
or by 
educated 
Filipinos 
under 


and towns by mayors elected by the 
people possessing certain educational 
and property qualifications, or both, 
as may be determined. It seems to 
me that the constitution prepared foi 
the island of Negros by the commis- 
sion is an excellent instrument to 
consider in connection with the gov- 
ernment to be givn to the island of 
Luzon."

outside assistnnce. 
It is this as- 


sistance that the people are expect- 
ing. Costa Rica ib filled with fugi- 
tive Nicaiaguans and a revolution 
is not unlikely. 


This impression is strengthened 


by the open ill-feeling between lead- 
ing members of the local administra- 
tion. 


If p. revolution is started it will 


be helped and doubtless headed by 
men who are not exiles.

theie is likely to be a seiious defi- 
ciency in the supply of gas if the fac- 
tories continue to be served, and 
President Paul at once decided to 
adopt piecautionary measures, in or- 
der that private consumers may be 
given the best possible service. The 
present chill, coming as it did imme- 
diately following weather as balmy 
as spring, cut deeply and set the 
city's population shivering. 
As a 


result there was a very largely in- 
creased demand upon the supply, and 
in some quarters complaint was made 
that the supply was not 
adequate 


even for present demands. 


While the new order produced ve- 


hement protest in 
some instances, 


there is a very general disposition on 
the part of the owners of factories to 
lecognize that private 
consumers 


should be taken care of, and to accept 
the consequences in good humor. Al- 
ready many of 
them are looking 


about for other fuel. The owners were 
notified that the company would be 
unable to supply the gas during the 
winter, and were requested to make 
other arrangements for fuel at the 
earliest possible date. The company 
preferred to discontinue the service 
at once, but there was no desire to 
cause needless annoyance, and No- 
vembed 10 was fixed as the date 
when the service to this class of con- 
sumers must cease. 


It was impossible to obtain an esti- 


mate of the proportion of the whole 
volume of gas consumed by the fac- 
tories and hotels, but it is believed 
that in cutting off these consumers 
the service to private residences and 
offices will be materially improved, 
and the gas company officials state 
that the measure was a precautionary 
one to provide against 
a possible 


shortage in the coldest weather like- 
ly to 
come. 
The contracts 
under 


which gas has been furnished factor- 
ies and similar institutions provides 
that this may be done whenever the 
supply becomes inadequate, and the 
officials believe it is better to take 
the step at this time than later when 
in the colder weather it might work 
a greater hardship. 


In a number of previous instances 


the service to a number of the fac- 
toiies has been temporarily discon- 
tinued, but the order has never here- 
tofoie come so early in the winter or 
been so general in its scope. Presi- 
dent Paul stated this morning, how- 
ever, that the present arrangement 
was absolute, and the service to fac- 
tories would not be resumed until 
spring, no matter how mild the win- 
ter may be. The company will sim- 
ply endeavor to furnish the 
best 


possible service to the private con- 
sumer during the winter.

London,

losses, which are now said to be 95 
killed and 200 wounded, mostly vic- 
tims of the artillery shells, which 
have wrought such great havoc that 
it is said General Joubert, the Boer 
commander-in-chief, has written a 
letter to General White, the British 
commander, protesting against the 
use of Lyddite. 
According to nil 


accounts, the presence at Ladysmith 
of the long-range navnl guns and 
the splendid shooting of the blue 
jackets have materially 
improved 


the position of the British. 


A temporary armistice was de- 


clared Monday evening to allow of 
th« collection of the 
dead 
and 


wounded. 


A dispatch, from Klmberley, dated 


October 80, said all the wounded 
were doing- well. 
Small bodies of 


Botrs, about 400 strong, were then 
frequently seen. 
They apparently 


cam* from Vaf*king for the pur- 
po«« of cither assisting in the at- 
tack on Xlmbvrlay or to resist the 
advance of reinforcements. 
The ab- 


sence of water' outside the place 
causes th« Boers to continually1 move 
their camp. 


WAR OFFICE OPTIMISM. 


While the wires to Ludysmtth are 


cut, the optimism- of the war office 
official* yeaterday evening in refus- 
ing to believe that Ladysmith was 
completely Invested or Colenso cap- 
tured, appears to be justified, as this 
morning it was asserted that the 
railroad is still open, though traffic 
has been conducted with the greatest 
caution. 


What, however, was only a rumor 


yesterday evening may, it is claimed, 
be reality at any moment, as General 
Joubert, with a large and wonderful- 
ly mobile force is expected to detach 
a force of several thousand men and 
make a dash at the railroad. 


MANY WILD RUMORS. 


Rumors of all kinds are springing 


up here. It Is even asserted that 
General White has been compelled to 
fall back on Pietermaritzburg, leav- 
ing his Wounded behind. 


Probably such rumors have their 


origin in the recollection of the omin- 
ious silence which preceded the evac- 
uation of Dundee. But on the other 
hand it is asserted that the condi- 
tions are altered and that the British 
guns seem now more equal to the ar- 
tillery of the Boers, thus enhancing 
the difficulty of any assault on the 
British lines. 


A Cape Town dispatch reports a re- 


pulse of the Boers by the British yes- 
terday. Willie there is reason to as- 
sume that news of Boer victories 
eminating from the continent cannot 
be. true, because of the censorship, 
the fact is not fogotten. that foreign 
governments are fully privileged to 
send and receive cipher messages to 
find from their representatives in 
South Africa.

The 
iresent chill, coining as it did imme- 
iately following weather as balmy 
s spring, cut deeply and set the 
ity's population shivering.

veil for present demands. 
While the new order produced ve- 
lement protest in 
some instances, 


here is a very general disposition on 
he part of the owners of factories to 
ecognlze that private consumers 
houid be taken care of, and to accept 
lie consequences in good humor.

bout for other fuel. The owners were 
oUned that the company would be 
nable to supply the gas during- tha 
rtnter, and wero requested to make 
ther arrangements for fuel at the 
arliest possible date.

Judge Vesey has rendered his de- 


cision in the case of Mauinee school 
township vs. Shirley City school 
board. It was the contest for posses- 
sion of the school house involved iu 
this suit that caused all the trouble 
a month or two ago between the fac- 
tions at Shirley City. In his find- 
ing of facts Judge Vesey finds that 
previous to Ssptember 10. the town- 
ship trustee had always had pos- 
session of the school house and had 
changed the locks to the building to 
prevent persons with keys to the 
old lock from gaining an entrance. 
On September 10 Sunday school was 
held in the building- and on the 
evening of that day the town school 
board appointed one Baker to take 
possession and v/atch the school 
house. 
On the moi'ning of Septem- 


ber 11, while Baker was absent, a 
teacher named Mngers, who had 
been employed by the township trus- 
tee, entered the school house and 
wns in possession until he was forci- 
bly ejected by certain friends of the 
township trustee. 
The judge finds 


that the township wns in peaceful 
possession of the building and until 
the school tiustces had gained legal 
possession should hold the school 
house. 
He finds, too, that the tui- 


tion for the town had been turned 
over to the town trustees and the 
township trustee had no money with 
which to conduct the school. Judge 
Vesey said that under the law passed 
by the last legislature he believed 
tiie town could legally secure pos- 
session of the school building with- 
out being compelled to pay the out- 
standing indebtedness, but this pos- 
session must be secured in n peace- 
ful manner. Hon. W. G. Colcrick. 
who represents the town trustees, 
will appeal the ca^e to the supreme 
court and until nie higher court has 
determined the question as to legal 
possession the town trustees will be 
In control. 
If the case should rest 


on Judge Vesey's finding it would 
mean thnt the township regains pos- 
session, but would"not prevent the 
town trustees from going into court 
and having legal possession deter- 
mined, but with an appeal taken, 
the town will retain possession un- 
til the supreme court decides. John 
Morris, jr., represented the town- 
ship.

Man Who Brought in Sitting Bull 


Will Lecture on Indian Life 


—His Career. 


Capt. E. H. Allison, famous for 


many years of service on the west- 
tern plains as scout, guide and in- 
:erpreter in, the government's deal- 
ngs with the Indians, is in the city, 
and on next Thursday evening will 
ecture at the Wayne street M. E, 
church under the auspices of the Ep- 
worth League. 
In this lecture he 


will treat of the character, customs 
and religious ideas of the primitive 
'ndian. 


Captain Allison's life has been full 


if interest, and he is n most enter- 
aining talker. He tells simply and 
modestly of a career that has been 
ctive and thrilling, and perhaps no 
iving man understands the char- 
cter of the Aborigine more thor- 
ughly than he. 
During the civil 


he was chief of scouts under 


General Sherman, and participated 
n that historic march to the sea. At 
he close of the conflict Captain Al- 
ison went westward, and for three 
ears wns a courier, guide and scout 
nder General Otis at old Fort Rice, 


Minn. 
In 1873 he conducted Cus- j 


er and his Seventh cavalry from j 
"ankton to Fort Rice, and later I 
aught in a mission school at Chey- 
nne agency. 
In 1875 he went as 


interpreter with General Carlin 


t Standing Rock agency, and was 
ere during the Ouster massacre, the 
ear following. 
Captain Allison was particularly 
amiliar with the Sioux Indians, 
peaks their language fluently and 


1868 was adopted by the tribe 


nd made a younger brother of 
hief Gall, the famous war chief of 
he tribe. This fact enabled him to 
e of the greatest service to the gov- 
•nmcnt during the negotiations 


with the Sioux in the troubles of 
1880-1-2. Allison wns then a scout 
at Fort Bufort, Minn., and he it was 
who brought in Sitting Bull and 3.- 
500 of his tribe for surrender after 
they had fled to Canndn. 


Mr. Allison's description of Indian 


character is of absorbing Interest, | 


When our men were within sixty 
feet the' insurgents opened ire, but 
never hit a soldier. 
Our boys lay 


down and filed a few volleys at 
them, killing several, and then took 
the trenches, the Filipinos running 
back to the woods. That's the kind 
of fighters they are. 
If the Filip- 


inos would advance on our trenches 
as we do upon theirs, there would 
soon be no more Filipinos."

UNANIMOUS 
THAT

1 SHOULD BE KEPT. 


AGUiNALDO 
IS DISCOUNTED 


HIS PURPOSE IS TO KEEP HIM- 


': 
SELF IN FOWEB. 


Washington, Nov. 3.—In. accord- 


ance with the understanding reached 
at the. conference at the white house 
Wednesday, the Philippine commis- 
sion has submitted to the president 
the preliminary report which, it had 
promised to prepare. 


The report appears to be a compact 


summary of the conditons ou the 
islands as the commission left them; 
of the historical events which pre- 
ceded the Spanish war and led to the 
or'ginal insurrection; of 
the 
ex. 


changes between Admiral Dewey and 
the other American commanders and 
the insurgents; the breaking out and 
progress of the present insurrection, 
nnd, finally, a statement of the ca- 
pacity of tho Filipinos for self-gov- 
ernment. 
A notable feature of the 


report is a memorandum by Admiral 
Dewey explanatory of his relations 
with'.Agulnaldo. 


The commission tells briefly how it 


conducted the task entrusted to it, 
hearing statements from all classes 
of people in Manila as to the capabil- 
ities of the Filipinos for self-govern- 
ment, the habits nnd customs of the 
people, and also the establishment 
of municipal governments in many 
towns. All this matter is to be in- 
cluded in the final report. 


Turning to the history 
of 
the 


islands, the commission attaches lit- 
tle importance to the divers rebel- 
lions which had preceded that of 
1600. 
As to this movement, they 


declare that it was In no sense an at- 
tempt to win independence, but sole- 
ly to obtain relief from intolerable 
abuses. The commission 
declares 


that on .paper, the Spanish system of 
government' was tolerable, but 
in 


practice every Spanish governor did 
what he saw fit and tho evil deeds 
of men in tho government were hid- 
den from Spain by strict press cen- 
sorship. 
Allusion is mode to the 


powerful Katipunan 
society, pat- 


terned on tho Masonic order, 
and 


mainly mndo up of Tagalos. as 
powerful revolutionary force. 


The war begun in 1890 was ter- 


minated by the treaty of Blac-Na- 
Batc. 


The war, with the exception of an 


unimportant outbreak in Cebu, had 
been confined in Luzon, Spain's sov- 
ereignty in the other islands never 
having been questioned, 
and 
the 


thought of independence never hav- 
ing been entertained. 


Tho report then tells how General 


Augustine came to Manila as gov- 
ernor general at this juncture and 
•war broke out between Spain and 
the United States. Augustine sought 
to secure the support of the Filipinos 
to defend Spain 
against America, 


promising them autonomy, but the 
Filipinos did not trust him. 
Then 


came the 1st of May and the destruc- 
tion of tho Spanish fleet by Dewey, 
with tho resulting loss of prestige 
to Spain. 
Then in. June Agulnnldo 


came. On this point the commission 
Bays: 


"The following memorandum 
on 


this eubject has been furnished the 
commission by Admiral Dewoy: 


"Memorandum of relations with 


Aguinaldo: 


"On April 2<J, 1808, tho following

Pratt, United States consul general 
nt Singapore: 'Aguinaldo, insurgent 


thirteen, of his.staff on May 19, and 
Immediately came 011 board 
the 


Olympia to call on the Commander- 
in-chief, after which he was allowed 
to land at Cavite and organize an 
army. This wns done with the pur- 
pose of strengthening the "United: 
States forces and weakening those of 
the enemy. No alliance of any kind 
was entered into with 
Aguinaldo, 


nor were any promises of indepen- 
dence made to him then or at any 
other time." 


The commissioner's 
report then 


rapidly sketches events now histori- 
cal. 
It tells in substance how the 


Filipinos attacked the Spanish and 
how General Anderson arrived and 
Aguinaldo at his request removed 
from Cavite to Bacoor. 


Aguinaldo then, issued a proclama- 


tion in which he took the responsi- 
bility of promising national indepen- 
dence to his people on behalf of t the 
American government, although he 
admitted freely in private conversa- 
tion with members of his cabinet that 
neither Admiral Dewey nor any other 
American hnd made him any such 
promise. 
, 


The report states that Aguinaldo 


wished to attack the Americans when 
they landed at Paranaque. but was 
deterred by lack of arms and ammu- 
nition. ITrom that point on there was 
a growing friction between the Fili- 
pinos and the American troops. There 
never was any preconcerted opera- 
tion or any combined movement by 
the United States and Filipinos 
against Spaniards. 


Reference is made to Aguinaldo's 


demand that he be allowed to loot 
Manila and take tlie arms of the 
Spaniards. The latter demand is said 
;o confirm the statement that he in- 
tended to get possession, of-the arms 
to attack the Americans. 
Further 


vidcnce of the hostile intentions ot 
:he Filipinos was found in the organ- 
ization of "popular clubs." which 
later on furnished a local militia tc 
attack the Americans. 
The decrees 


of the Filipino congress are also cited 
ns well as the making of bolos 
(knives) in every shop hi Manila. 


A brief chapter then tells of the 


unsuccessful effort made' at this time 
by Gen. Merritt through n commis- 
sion to arrive at a mutual under- 
standing with Aguinaldo ns to the 
intentions, purposes and desires of 
;he Filipino people. This brings the 
story up to the outbreak on the even- 
ing of the 4th of February, with the 
attack upon the American troops fol- 
lowing the notion of the Nebraska 
sentinel. 


The commission, in concluding this 


chapter, says: 


'•Deplorable ns war is, the one in 


which we arc now engaged was un- 
avoidable by us. We were attacked 
by a bold, adventurous nnd enthu- 
siastic nriny. No alternative was left 
to us, except ignominious retreat. It 
is not to be conceived of that any 
American would have sanctioned the 
surrender of Manila to the insur- 
gents. Our obligations to other nji- 
:ions, and to the friendly Filipinos, 
nnd to ourselves and our flng de- 
manded that force should be met by 
force. 
Whatever the future of the 


Filipinos may be, there is no course 
open to us now except the prosecn- 


.ion 
of the war until the insurgents 


aro reduced to submission. The com- 
nission is of the opinion that there 
ins been no time sine* the drstruc- 
:ion of the Spanish squadron by Ad- 
miral Dewey when it wns possible tc 
/ithdrnw from the islands either 
with honor to ourselves or with snfe- 
ty to the inhabitants.'' 


The commission then takes up the 


conditions of the country nt the time 
of their arrival, comparing' it with 
conditions existing at the time they 
eft a short time ago.

zon, where the an ti- American feeling 
had been strongest, public sentiment 
had greatly changed, as evidenced by 
the fact that the military governor 
of Batangas had offered to surrender 
his troops nnd his province if he 
would only send a small force there 
The Sicols, in southern Luzon, hac 
risen against their Tagalog masters. 
The Macabebes were clamoring for an 
opportunity to fight in our ranks, 
and native soldiers and scouts were 
already serving under General Law- 


cm." 
The commission then takes up in 


detail 
the condition 
in the other 


islands. 
On this point it is stated 


that the rebellion is essentially Taga- 
log and when it ends in Luzon it 
must end throughout the archipel- 
go. 
The natives of the island of Negros 


had adopted a local form of govern- 
ment, including a congress, and had 
raised the American flag. They be- 
lived themselves capable of manag- 
ing their own affairs and asked for 
a battalion of troops to hold in check 
a mountainous band of fanatics. The 
battalion was furnished, but the peo- 
ple proved unable to carry out their 
program, owing to ill feeling among 
their own officials. At the request of 
General Otis, a new and,, simplified 
scheme of government fo'r the island 


ing the people a large voice in the 


affairs but placing an American in 
full control, was put into operation. 
It brought about satisfaction, and 
public order is better in the island to- 
day than at any time during the past 
twenty years. 


The 
efforts at conciliation 
with 


Aguinaldo and his various commis- 
sions are set forth in detail. These 
commissioners were assured of the 
beneficent purposes of 
the United 


States, and the president's readiness 
t.o grant the Filipino people as large 
a measure of home rule and as ample 
liberty as consistent with the ends of 
the government, "subject only to the 
recognition of the sovereignty of the 
United States." a point which, being 
established, the commission invaria- 
bly refused even to discuss. 


Nothing came of the negotiations, 


LS Aguinaldo's emissaries were with- 
out powers and merely came, and 
came again, for information. 
Cour- 


teous reception was accorded to 'the 
insurgent commissions and earnest 
appeals made to stop further blood- 
shed, all witnessing "the spirit of 
pjitieut conciliation" exhibited by the 
American commission in endeavoring 
to . reach an 
amicable adjustment 


with the insurgents, as well as the 
obduracy of Aguinaldo. 


Tho chapter devoted to "capacity 


for self-government," is the result, 
the report states, of diligent inquiry 
foi several months, in the course of 
which n great number of witnesses 
were examined, of all shades of polit- 
ical thought nnd varieties of ocupa- 
tion, tribe and locality.

the McCulloch.

After review ng- this 
large there wns trouble only nt those 
points to which armed Tngalos had 
been sent in considerable numbers. 


It is stated that the insurgent nd- 


niinistrntion throughout the interior 
wns worse than in the days of Span- 
ish misrule; in many provinces there 
was absolute anarchy, and from all 
sides cnme petitions for protection 
and help. As 
when the commission left, the report j nnd domestic virtues, to undertake 


the task oC governing the nrchipelngc

"This is all .the training- in self- 


government which the Inhabitants of 
the Philippines have enjoyed. Their

Filipinos and even* by*~those ins 
gents who de'srre ail American pro- 
tectorate. We cannot from any point 
of view escape the responsibilities of 
government which our sovereignty 
entails,

strongly persuaded that the perform- 
ance of our national duty will prove 
the greatest blessing to the peoples 
of the Philippines." 


One of the closing chapters of the 


report is devoted to a tribute to "our 
soldiers and sailors in the war." The 
commission says that the presence of 
Admiral Dewey as a member of this 
b?dy makes it unfitting to dwell on 
its personal achievements, but 
he 


joins in the eulogy of his comrades. 
The commission witnessed some of 
the many brave- deeds of our soldiers 
aiid they declare that all that skill, 
courage and a patient endurance can 
do, has been done in the Philipines. 
They dismiss the reports of the dese- 
cration of churches, the murdering of 
prisoners and the committing of un- 
mentionable crimes, and say they are 
glad to express the belief that war 
was never more humanely conducted. 


The commission gives 
a general 


view of the value of the islands, their 
richness in agricultural and 
forest 


products, their mineral wealth nnd 
their commanding geographical posi- 
tion. They state that the Philippine 
islands should soon become one of thi 
great trade centers of the east. Ma- 
nila 
is already connected 
by new 


steamship lines 
Australia, In- 


dia and Japan and she will become 
the natural terminus of many other 
ines .when a ship canal connects the 
Atlantic with the Pacific. It cannot 
be doubted that commerce will greaf • 
ly increase, and the 
United States 


will 
obtain a large 
share in ihis 


treatment.
